PARIS, August 14—The French and General Wrangel have 


started the expected diversion on the Crimea front to draw the 
Red troops away from Poland according to unofficial advices re- 
ceived here today. 
Wrangel was reported to have defeated the 


13th Bolsheviki army taking 4,000 prisoners. 


Gun boats were ordered to bombard Dchkoff in an attempt 


to open the Dneiper river. 


Two French cruisers are en route to Odessa to attack the 


Bolsheviki there. 


A French lightship is on its way to Constantinople where 


it will await orders from Wrangel. 


Arrangements were made at Warsaw today, according to a 


dispatch from that city, for Poland and General Wrangel to co- 
operate to the fullest extent against the Bolsheviki. A repre- 
sentative of Wrangel's has established headquarters in Warsaw. 
General Weygang, French commander here, refused to take com- 
mand of the armies because he differed with Wrangel. 


WARSAW, August 13, Night—With the Reds reported only 


20 miles from Warsaw in the north 100,000 people arc ready to 
fight to depend the city to the last drop of blood. They were 
grimly detertnincd to defend the city. There were many wom- 
en among those eager to fight and soldiers 
who had been in- 


valided but were going back to the front. 


General Pilsudski, once zi national hero, and leader of the

2. The \ictoi-ious tidings announced 


to David (vv. lt)-32). He was anxious- 
ly v tilting for news from the battle- 
field. So anxious was he that he sta- 
tioned a watchman upon the walls to 
look for some messenger to appear. 
His first quesitlou to the messenger 
slujns what wns uppermost in his 
heart. It was the welfare of his boy. 


a. David mourns for Absalom (v. 


3.'i). He received tbe news of bis re- 
bellious sou's death with much regret. 
The good news of tho victory was en- 
tirely lost sight of through excessive 
grief. 
The sobs of his poor heart 


must have been awful. Perhaps it is 
impossible to analyze bis sorrow, but 
most 
likely the following elements 


were present: 


(1) The loss of a son. The ties of 


nature bind together the hearts of 
parents and children in such a way 
that separation by death is very try- 
ing; 
(2) the death of a son iu re- 


bellion against his father ond God. 
Could he but have had the assurance 
that 
this course was regretted, or 


could he have heard a cry l)f forgive- 
ness, his grief, no do-ibt, would hnve 
been greatly lessened; (") he knew 
that his rebellious son had now gono 
to ans-wer to God for bis crimes—he 
knew their parting was forever; (4) 
he knew that this was but the bitter 
fruit of his own siu. In a sense he was 
the dcstroj er of his own child. May this 
example deeply impress all parents as 
to their responsibility!

Arrangements were made at Warsaw today, according to a 


dispatch from that city, for Poland and General Wrangel to co- 
operate to the fullest extent against the Bolsheviki. A repre- 
sentative of Wrangel's has established headquarters in Warsaw. 
General Weygang, French commander here, refused to take com- 
mand of the armies because he differed with Wrangel. 


WARSAW, August 13, Night—With the Reds reported only 


20 miles from Warsaw in the north 100,000 people arc ready to 
fight to depend the city to the last drop of blood. They were 
grimly detertnincd to defend the city. There were many wom- 
en among those eager to fight and soldiers 
who had been in- 


valided but were going back to the front.

I. David's Sins (12:0, 10). 
1. Ailultury (v. 9;-cf. 11:1-4). David 


iubttud oi going fortl) ut Uiu head of 
tlio army as was the duty of the king 
(11:1), sent Joab and his servants, 
aud liu liluibelf 
louugett around 
at 


home ia idleness. 
It was while in 


idleness that he fell a victim to his 
lust 
and 
committed 
adultery 
with 


Bnthsheba. 
"An idle brain Is the 


Devil's workshop." The crimes of the 
world are committed for the most part 
by Idle men and women. 


2. Murder 
(12:9; 
cf. 11:15-21). 


Having 
committed 
adultery 
with 


Uriah's wife, David trlt'ti to cover up 
his sta by killing Uriah. He ordered 
Joab to place Uriah nt the forefront 
of tho battle where he would surely 
be killed. 
When tneu sla they en- 


deavor to cover up their sin by com- 
mitting other sins, and usually It re- 
quires the doing of greater wickedness 
to covor up wrong that has been, done. 


II. David's Sorrow (18:1-33). 
1. The battle between Absalom and 


David (TV. 1-18). Following Absalom's 
revolt, David fled from Jerusalem. 
After counsel -with Ahlthophel and 
Hushai, Absalom with his men went 
In pursuit. Absalom planned well, but 
made one great mistake—he left God 
out of the iiuestioru 


Being 
dissuaded 
by the people, 


David foregoes his purpose of going 
forth witli the army. 
He sent the 


army forth under three commnnders. 
His one sricclal request as they went 
to battle was that they deal gently 
with Absalom. The victory of David's 
army «as overwhelming. The inter- 
ference of 1'rovidence Is marked in 
that more died In the entniiBlement of 
tlio woods Hum by the sword. In tlio 
(light, Absalom \uis caught In the 
bough o£ a tree by the head, and was 
loft hanging as the mule went forth 
from under him. 
I'erlwps his Jong 


hair which bad bueu his pride was 
the 
Instrument of his 
destruction. 


While thus hanging, Joab thrust him 
through the heart with threu darts. 
This awful end was deservedly met j 
(Dent. 27:](.!, HI); 21:28). 
They ells- j 


gracefully dispyM-'d of his body (vv. 17, j 
18). They cnst it Into a pit and piled 
btonos uiMin It as a tilting monument 
of his \lllniny. 
How different from 


what he planned (v. 18). His one am- 
bition was to be 
ivmntibi\re«l. 
A 


heap of stones piled UIHJH him in con- 
tempt is Quite different Vr.jm a tomb 
in tin1 king's vale. 


2. The \ictoi-ious tidings announced 


to David (vv. lt)-32). He was anxious- 
ly v tilting for news from the battle- 
field. So anxious was he that he sta- 
tioned a watchman upon the walls to 
look for some messenger to appear. 
His first quesitlou to the messenger 
slujns what wns uppermost in his 
heart. It was the welfare of his boy. 


a. David mourns for Absalom (v. 


3.'i). He received tbe news of bis re- 
bellious sou's death with much regret. 
The good news of tho victory was en- 
tirely lost sight of through excessive 
grief. 
The sobs of his poor heart 


must have been awful. Perhaps it is 
impossible to analyze bis sorrow, but 
most 
likely the following elements 


were present: 


(1) The loss of a son. The ties of 


nature bind together the hearts of 
parents and children in such a way 
that separation by death is very try- 
ing; 
(2) the death of a son iu re- 


bellion against his father ond God. 
Could he but have had the assurance 
that 
this course was regretted, or 


could he have heard a cry l)f forgive- 
ness, his grief, no do-ibt, would hnve 
been greatly lessened; (") he knew 
that his rebellious son had now gono 
to ans-wer to God for bis crimes—he 
knew their parting was forever; (4) 
he knew that this was but the bitter 
fruit of his own siu. In a sense he was 
the dcstroj er of his own child. May this 
example deeply impress all parents as 
to their responsibility! 
Away from 


this dark picture we turn to contem- 
plate the depths of a father's IOTP. 
Death effaces all faults; all wrongs
